: : The church itself 
was. weather beaten, unpainted for 
years, its windows broken and its roof 
torn and open to the rain, It was a 
relic of days that are gone. The con- 
erete road running In front of its door- 
way was a sufficient explanation of Its 
abandonment, If country people go 
to church now, as sgme of them hap- 
pily do, the town fs only a few min- 
utes distant, and is ensily reached. 
We count distance by time now and 
not by miles, 

And yet at one time the old church 
was the center of rural activity. Serv- 
ices were held In it every Sunday— 
sometimes even twice on Sunday and 
the sermons were long. It was a gath- 
ering place for suclal contacts, though 
many of those who attended its week- 
ly services would buve resented the 
suggestion that they were there ex- 
vepting for the serious worship of God. 
Children were baptized in the old 
church; young people were married in 
it, every winter, no doubt, religious 
enthusiasm was stirred, and tndiffer- 
ent. members . were brought back 
through the instrumentality of the 
revival meeting. At week-ends some 
rural yocalist organized a singing 
sehvol, and the neighborhood young 
people flocked to his tutelage, not se 
much because they wanted their vulces 
trained, perhups, as becuuse it gave 


Friends gathered in the old church to 
pay a last tribute to the dead before 
they found thele last resting place in 
the church yard in the rear. JI have 
no recollection that anyone, no matter 
how agonistic in Nfe he might have 
been, was ever consigned to bis grave 
without some simple service. being 
enacted In the neighborhood ehurcl. 
t would have been unseemly tu have 
done otherwise. 

But that is all a thing of the past 
today, and the old church stands 
abandoned and its purpose almost for- 
gotten, There were four country 
churches in the evimunity in which 
I first lived, for dogma was a vital 
thing then, and the Baptists had no 
dealings with the Preshyrerfans. but 
not. one of these churches is in exist- 
ence today. They are torn down ar 
turned into barns or diwelling houses. 
They are no more centers of activity, 
religious or social. 

Communities lose something by the 
change, 1 believe. There is un ab- 
sence of unity whieh once held a 
neighborhood together. There ts not 
se iuch friendliness or exchange of 
courtesies as there once was. Neigh 
borg know each other less intimately 
and co-operate less freely than in the 
old days when the country church 
brought) them. regularly together. 
There is more comfort, no duubt. 
more opportunity for amusement and 
entertainment in the nearby town, life 
has In it more thrill and more excite- 
nient, but I never see the old country 
ehurch without wishing that to this 
regard, the old frieadly days could 
tome back again.
